PLEASE  READ  BEFORE  ORDERING 

Early  orders  are  advisable,  as  many  of  the  items  are 
scarce,  and  limited  in  number. 

Much  of  the  seed  offered,  particularly  of  the  Alpine 
or  Rock  plants,  comes  from  long  distances  and  at  irregu¬ 
lar  times. 

We  try  to  have  the  whole  or  greater  part  of  the  seed 
offered  on  hand  by  the  first  of  the  year.  In  filling  orders 
for  seed,  we  send  items  on  hand  and  the  balance  as  re¬ 
ceived  from  Europe.  Our  aim  is  to  supply  only  fresh 
seed  of  the  finest  strains  procurable,  and  all  seedlings 
offered  are  grown  from  this  same  seed.  It  must  be  under¬ 
stood,  though,  that  there  is  much  variation  in  named 
varieties  of  many  items  grown  from  seed,  particularly 
in  named  Delphiniums.  Many  of  the  resulting  plants 
vary  from  the  original,  generally  showing  as  good  flowers 
as  the  original  and  often  better,  with  a  chance  of  get¬ 
ting  some  very  unusual  and  lovely  results.  By  ordering 
seedlings,  patrons  get  rid  of  the  trouble  and  risk  of  start¬ 
ing  the  seed.  It  also  saves  time.  Make  a  bed  in  the 
vegetable  garden  and  plant  the  hardy  perennial  seedlings 
a  few  inches  apart,  covering  lightly  with  straw  for  the 
winter.  They  will  then  be  ready  to  plant  into  perma¬ 
nent  position  in  the  spring,  and  at  the  cost  of  a  few 
dollars  you  can  have  a  large  supply  of  plants  of  the 
finest  sorts  for  your  garden.
